SEOUL, Korea, April 19 (AP) 
-— Violent’ demonstrations in 
South Korea’s major cities 
against President Syngman Rhee 
today resulted in the death and 
wounding of scores of persons, 
including several policemen. 

Rhee called out the army, 


clamped down martial law and 
imaposed local censorship. The 
rioting raged into the night in 
defiance of the government's 
moves. 

The death total continued to 
climb. Newspapers checking hos- 
pitals said they counted 81 killed 
and more than 300 wounded in 
Seoul alone. The wounded in- 
ciuded two Americans. 


The death total appeared sure 
to go higher in the outbreaks 
protesting against government 
strong-arm methods in last 
month’s election. 


The riots brought an unusual 
expression of concern from the 
United States for the demonstra- 
tors’ grievances. The United 
States fought a three-year wer | 
in Korea to keep the Com- 
munists from capturing the en- 
tire country. 

Envoy Calls on Rhee. 

United States Ambassador Wal- 
ter P. McConaughy paid a per- 
sonal call tonight on President 
Rhee. The émbassy said the 
Ambassador sought to “review 
developments and express his 
concern that measures adopted 
to maintain law and order would 
take into account basic Causes 
and grievances behind the dis- 
orders.” 

This marked the first time the 
United States Government had 
publicly acknowledged possible

RATE 393 BILLION IN 
‘MARCH ; NEW HIGH 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
—The total income of individual 
Americans increased slightly 
| last month, due largely to the 
| hiring of 170,000 temporary work- 
| ers to take the 1960 census. 
Personal income rose to a rec- 
ord annual rate of $393,500,000,- 
000 in March, after adjustment 
for seasonal factors. This was an 
increase of $500,000,000 over the 
February rate. 

Government payrolls rose at 
the rate of $700,000,000 a year 
last month because of census 
hiring. The increase in Govern- 
ment payrolls more than offset 
a reduction in private wage pay- 
ments in the construction, auto- 
mobile, aircraft, metals and 
building materials industries. 
Farm income also declined by 
$400,000,000 on a annual basis, to 
$10,300,000,000. 

‘Next to Government payrolls, 
the biggest March rise was in 
Government payments to the 
public under unemployment in- 
surance and social security, up 
to $400,000,000 to an annual rate 
of $27,700,000,000.

Anti-Castro Forces 


Fight With Troops, 
Then Withdraw in 
Daring Move in 


Oriente Province. 


HAVANA, April 19 (UPI)—An 
insurgent band of troops believed 
led by ex-Capt. Manuel Beaton 
attacked the east Cuban city of 
Palma Soriano today in one of 
the boldest moves yet carried | 
out by the anti-Castro forces. | 
Palma Soriano is provincial head- 
quarters for the army. 

Reports from Oriente Province 
said the insurgents battled gov- 
ernment troops for half an hour 
before being repelled. The re- 
ports said the government troops 
took some prisoners but there 
was no immediate confirmation 
here. 

The attack was considered 
significant ‘here because of its 
very boldness, with the insur- 
gents daring to come out of the 
Sierra Maestra mountains in a 
hit-run raid. Until yesterday 
Prime Minister Castro had been 
personally directing operations 
against the guerrillas. 

Resumes Attacks. 


Castro, who returned to Ha- 
vana by plane late yesterday, 
today resumed his attacks on 
the United States. He said Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had ‘‘no right” 
to speak out against him, the 
revolution or the Cuban govern- 
ment. 


Castro made the statement in 
an interview gtanted CBS corre- 
spondent Richard Bate and pub- 
lished by the semi-official news- 
paper Revolucion. 

The premier denied also that 
he had suggested personal talks 
with President Eisenhower or 
United States Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter to seek solu- 
tion of differences between Cuba 
and the United States. 

) The premier charged that the 
United States Government “‘was 
taking advantage of every op- 


He .denied President Eisen- 
hower’s charges contained in a 
recent letter to Chilean students. 
Mr. Eisenhower said Castro had 
betrayed the ideals of the revo- 
lution. 

“As prime minister I have 
been faithful to the revolution,” 
Castro asserted. He said the 
Cuban revolution is ‘‘profound’’ 
and therefore has resulted in “‘in- 
comprehension” by “‘many inter- 
ests’’ opposed to it.

In a 25-page opinion, the court 
ruled that an ordinance of the 
St. Louis County Council author- 
izing the co-operation agreement 
with the county Housing Authori- 
ty for construction of the project 
should be submitted to the voters 
for approval. The agreement 
had been demanded by federal 
housing authorities as a pre-

After the County Council had 
enacted the enabling ordinance, 
opponents of the housing project 
gathered petitions for a referen- 
dum on the ordinance but the 
county Board of Election Com- 
missioners, by a tie vote, re- 
jected the petition. 

The petitioners then sougnt a 
mandamus from Circuit Judge 
Douglas L. C. Jones to compel 
submission of the law to a pop- 
ular referendum. 

Board Upheld. 

Judge Jones upheld the elec- 
tion board’s contention that the 
ordinance was not subject to a 
referendum on the basis it rep- 
resented an exercise of adminis- 
trative authority as contrasted 
to a legislative enactment. 

In reversing Judge Jones, the 
appeals court held that ‘‘when, 
as here, a charter county under- 
takes by contract to bind itself 
to enact in the future additional 
ordinances so vitally important 
to the public health, safety, con- 
venience and general welfare as 
expressed in Ordinance 1448 (an 
undertaking from which, once ex- 
ecuted, there can be no with-

I heard of Connole’s tokine a 
reappointment to the Federal 
Power Commission came to me 
when presidential assistant David 
Kendall called me on the tele- 
phone and told me that Connole 
would not be reappointed, that 
he had already so advised Con- 
nole and that the decision was 
final.” ’ 

Bush’s administrative assist- 
ant, David S. Clarke, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that this 
information was relayed in a 
telephone call from Kendall to 
the Senator Jan. 15. Bush was in 
Hartford, Conn., at the time. 

Clarke said he did not know 
what reason Kendall gave, but 
it was considered likely that the 
White House may be seeking to 
quiet Democratic protests over 
the FPC’s conduct by the ap- 
pointment of a Democrat to the 
commission. 

The law specifies that no more 
than three of the five members 
of the FPC may be of the same 
political party. There are now 
three Republicans on the com- 
mission, so that any future ap- 
pointees by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration must be either Dem- 
ocrats or independents. 

Kendall, who is vacationing in 
Delray Beach, Fla., could not 
be reached for comment. 

Connole’s Comment. 

Connole declined to discuss the 
issue beyond saying; ‘‘Whether 
I am reappointed or not is a 
matter between the White House 
and Senator Bush.” 

It was learned, however, that 
members of regulatory commis- 
sions in six New England states 
have urged Mr. Eisenhower to 
reappoint Connole. A letter to 
this effect was sent to the Pres- 
ident March 23 by the New Eng- 
land Conference of Public Utili- 
ties Commissioners. 

It said Connole was ‘‘the most 
pre-eminently qualified person in 
New England in the field of regu- 
lation,”” and it added that he 
should receive another term “out 
of concern for the consumers of 
this nation.” 

“Forthright and vigorous 
stands such as Mr. Connole has 
taken,”’ the letter continued, “‘do 
more than anything else to give 
the FPC stature . . . when a pos- 
sible nominee possesses the ex- 
pertise, the integrity and the self- 
confidence to resist intimidation, 
surely he deserves a chance to 
serve a new term.” 

Pressure Reported. 

Electrical World, a trade pub- 
lication, declared last week: 

“Natural gas producers are 
creating pressure on the Admin- 
istration to avoid reappointment 
of Federal Power Commissioner 
William R. Connole, It remains 
to be seen whether business in- 
terests can do to the politicians 
what they’re not supposed to be 
able to do to the FPC itself.” 

One of Connole’s most im- 
portant dissenting opinions came 
in the Catco natural gas case. 
Democrats in Congress have 
pointed to this proceeding as 
illustrating. the need for con- 
sumer interests to be repre- 
sented on the FPC. 


In September 1956 a combine 
known as Catco applied to the 
FPC for a certificate to sell nat- 
ural gas from submerged fields 
in the Gulf of Mexico off the 
coast of Louisiana. The proposal 
involved the largest amount of 
natural gas ever sold at one 
time. 


The combine was composed of 
the Cities Service Production 
Co., the Atlantic Refining Co., 
the Tidewater Oil Co. and the 
Continental Oil Co. The gas was 
to be sold to the Tennessee Gas 
Transmission Co. of Houston, 
Tex., a pipeline firm. 

In Recent Disclosures. 

Tennessee Gas Transmission 
figured in recent disclosures of 
private “‘ex parte” contacts be- 
tween FPC members and com- 
pany respresentatives, 

Thomas G. (Tommy the Cork) 
Corcoran, an attorney for Ten- 
nessee Gas talked privately with 
three FPC commissioners, in- 
cluding Connole and FPC chair- 
man Jerome K, Kuykendall, 
about a pending pipeline case in- 
volving a subsidiary of Tennes- 
see Gas. 

The Catco combine proposed 
to sell gas to the pipeline firm 
for 22.4 cents a thousand cubic 
feet, with a 2-cent increase in 
the price every four years. Al- 
together, one and three-quarter 
trillion cubic feet of natural gas 
was involved. 

The highest price that Tennes- 
see Gas Transmission Co. had 
paid previously for gas from the 
Same area was 17.5 cents a 
thousand cubic feet. 

On April 22, 1957, the FPC 
issued a temporary certificate 
permitting the s&le of the gas 
but remanding the case to an 
examiner to determine what the 
initial rate should be. 

The commission said it was 
“abundantly evident that in the 
public interest this crucial sale 
should not be permanently certi- 
fied unless the rate level has 
been shown to be in the public 
interest.” 

Catco moved to modify this 
order, saying that economic fac- 
tors made it necessary for the 
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Catco, however, said it still 
was not satisfied, and a rehear- 
ing was held in which the com- 
bine pressed for an FPC order 
with no conditions on the initial 
price of 22.4 cents. 

On June 24, 1957, the FPC is- 
sued a third, permanent certifi- 
cate agreeing to this. Connole 
dissented from this decision, but 
lost 4 to 1. 

Court Backs Connole. 

The case was taken to the 
Third Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Philadelphia. In a decision on 
June 30, 1958, the court agreed 
with Connole, saying: 

“It was only after the threat 
of withholding the gas from the 
interstate market that the com- 
mission retreated from its pre- 
vious position and granted the 
certificates without rate condi- 
tions... . | 

“Impressed with this threat, 
the commission issued its order 
of June 24, 1957, in which it 
granted permanent certificates 
: . . to the Catco applicants with- 
out any conditions affecting the 
initial price of 22.4 cents... . 

On June 22, 1959, the Supreme 
Court upheld the appeals court’s 
decision, also in effect agreeing 
with Connole. The unanimous 
decision was written by Associ- 
ate Justice Tom C. Clark of 
Texas. 

Setting a ‘Floor.’ 

The court noted that enormous 
reserves of natural gas were in- 
volved in the Catco deal and 
said that whatever price was set 
would in effect become the 
“floor” for future prices on gas 
from these fields. 

Unless controlled, Clark said 
in his decision, the price could 
result in “exploitation at the ex- 
pense of the consumer.” 

The’same argument had“ been 
advanced by Connole in his dis- 
sent from the FPC order. He 
pointed out that the Catco com- 
bine had not made a case for 
the higher rate, but instead 
wanted the FPC to appfove it 
without justification. 

Connole noted that the two 
earlier FPC orders had said that 
no evidence had been presented 
to justify the higher price, which 
eventually would be passed along 
to the consumer.

The mass transit 
problem transcends political 
boundaries and eventually must 
be solved on an area-wide basis, 
hé noted. 

“Actually,” he said, “I believe 
that the metropolitan approach 
is the ideal long-range solution, 
but I honestly fear that the

continued, declaring: 

“We have reached the unani- 
mous decision that municipal 
public ownership offers our only 
hope to improve mas. transit as 
part of a well co-ordinated pro- 
gram to improve both traffic and 
transportation.” 

In* his message to the alder- 
men the Mayor did not attempt 
to estimate what it would cost 
to buy Public Service Co. A 
$20,000,000 valuation was placed 
on the utility’s properties by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion when it granted the last fare 
increase in 1958. 

St. Louis Public Service Co. 
is controlled by National City 
Lines, Inc., Chicago holding 
company which operates transit 
systems in more than a score of 
cities. National City owns 49.93 
per cent of Public Service capital 
stock. 

John C. Baine, president of 
Public Service, has taken the 
position that St. Louis can get 
a major transit improvement 
program either by giving the 
private utility the tax relief it 
seeks or else by going to public 
ownership. 

“This is a matter for the com- 
munity to decide,” he said in 
his annual report to the 3200 
shareholders last February. 
“But the decision must be made 
now.”’

RULES LABOR ACT 


A.0 SMITH UNION 


The A. 0. Smith Corp. and 
Boilermakers Local Union 575 
violated the Taft-Hartley Act in 
the firing of union insurgents 
in the bitter dispute within the 
ranks of the union in 1957 and 
1958, atrial examiner of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
held today. 


In an 80-page report filed at 
Washington, the examiner, 
Charles L. Ferguson, recom- 
mended that the Labor Board 
order reinstatement of 23 for- 
mer employes of the Smith firm, 
Granite City automobile frame 
plant. The employes would be 
compensated for lost wages un- 
der the recommendation. 

The examiner also recom- 
mended that Local 575 be or- 
dered to cease discouraging union 
employes from participating in 
a membership revocation cam- 
paign. 

Ferguson heard testimony here 
in October, 1958, on a complaint 
by the Labor Board that A. O. 
Smith Corp. discharged 23 men 
ostensibly for picketing, but ac- 
tually to rid the union of mem- 
bers opposing the leadership of 
Willard Herzing, then president 
of Local 575. The 23 boiler- 
makérs charged they were) 
“tried” for insubordination by a 
union “kangaroo court” and | 
were fired by the company at | 
union insistence. 

The bitter dispute within the 
1500-man local union resulted, 
it was charged, from the “‘tyran- 
nical rule” of Herzing. Com- 
plaints of mismanagement of un- 
ion affairs and improper ac- 
counting of funds were brought 
against Herzing by dissident 
members headed by William Ho- 
gan of Granite City and William 
Randolph of Alton. 

Herzing, whose term would 
have expired next month, was 
ousted last August by William A. 
Calvin, international union presi- 
dent. Herzing subsequently was 
expelled from the union. He was 
found guilty of malfeasance in 
the handling and allocation of | 
funds, creating dissension and 
disclosing to company represent- 
atives the private business of | 
the local. 

Following Herzing’s removal, | 
a former union vice president, 
Flarce Warfield of Granite City, 
was named president pro tem of 
Local 575. A. O. Smith makes 
Chevrolet automobile frames at | 
its Granite City plant. 

A company spokesman said | 
attorneys are studying the re- 
port. He pointed out that the 
trial examiner’s recommenda- 
tions are not binding unless fol- 
lowed by an NLRB order of 
compliance.

Senator Hogan has hardly been an orna- 
ment to the St. Louis delegation. He was the 
principal roadblock in several recent sessions 
to the Bi-State Development bill, he has been 
a friend of those who would promote betting 
on horse races in the state, and over the years 
he has worked hand-in-glove with the St. 
Louis politicians who have squelched efforts 
to give the city and its School Board the 
home rule powers they must have to improve 
efficiency. We are happy to see he has some 
opposition. 

Senator William E, Hilsman, whose Third 
District includes substantial segments of the 
Negro community in Wards Eighteen and 
Twenty-six, is another who deserves a fight 
for the nomination and, if nominated, some 
genuine competition in November. A political 
hack—until recently he doubled in brass as 
Democratic committeeman from the Twenty- 
eighth Ward—Senator Hilsman also has been 
blind to the real needs of the city and the 
school system. 

The same could be said for just about each 
of the 18 members of the House from St. 
Louis. All are Democrats. Each of the incum- 
bents who files for renomination ought to be 
opposed in the primary if there is to be any 
hope in November of lifting the generally 
low level of the city’s representation in the 
House. 

The Republicans in particular ought to 
make an effort to persuade superior candi- 
dates to file for their party nomination. This 
is especially important in four South Side 
districts where they stand a reasonable chance 
of winning. They are the Third, now repre- 
sented by Gregory L. Dunn; the Fourth (Dr. 
Luke A. Knese), the Fifth (Joseph W. Beck- 
erle) and Sixth (Matthew T. Lortg). 


Up until two years ago two.of these dis- . 


tricts, Representative Dunn’s and Dr. Knese’s, 
were in the hands of Republicans. The minor- 
ity party also might have a reasonable hope 
of capturing the West End First District, now 
represented by Harry C. Raiffie. And a Re- 
publican organization not overlooking any 
bets would see to it that a top-notch candidate 
files in. the Fourteenth District in north and 
northwest St. Louis. That district was repre- 
sented in the last General Assembly by Wil- 
liam A. Geary Jr. 

What makes the complexion of St. Louis’s 
delegation to the Legislature so important is 
that the city’s senators and representatives 
hold thé Keys to necessary reforms of the 
School Board, which is wholly a creature of 
the Legislature, and of the city government, 
whose freedom is sharply limited by shackles 
fashioned in Jefferson City. 

The incumbents, all Democrats, have large- 
ly ignored reform suggestions from Mayor 
Tucker. Instead they have spent their time 
running errands for members of the Demo- 
cratic City Contmittee and for occupants of 
the city’s “county” offices whose patronage 
employes get out the vote on election day. 
The only hope of changing this dreary picture 
is for first-rate candidates to file before the 
deadline next Tuesday. 


Koreans Agairtst Rhee __ 
The government of Syngman Rhee is in 


_a state of embarrassment over the violent 


demonstrations against it by students in at 
least five South Korean cities. It should 
be. President Rhee has barred the demon- 
strations but the students have defied the 
proscription, which is a tribute to their 
courage. They accuse the Rhee government 
of rigging the March 15 election that re- 
turned the President to office. Rioting and 
police brutality accompanied the voting. 

The latest demonstration in Seoul occurred 
shortly after a group of United States offi- 
cials had departed after making arrange- 
ments for President Eisenhower’s visit Jiine 
22. Rhee’s authoritarian regime is now under 
pressure to quiet the opposition before Mr. 
Eisenhower arrives, but if this is accom- 
plished by force it will merely support the 
position of the students. 

The visit of Mr. Eisenhower will confirm 
United States confidence in Rhee. It will 
not serve to enhance the prestige of the 
United States in the Far East, where Rhee 
has few friends. It is to be hoped the State 
Department has considered all the aspects 


_ of Mr. Eisenhower’s visit. It could be embar- 


rassing all around. 


Emphasis on Mobile Defense 


Britain has acted quickly and decisively in 
shifting its defense planning to the mobile 
ballistic missile.- Until these weapons be- 
come operational, Britain will depend on big 
bombers for deterrent power—and, of course, 
on the deterrent power of the United States. 

In abandoning its 2500-mile Blud¢ Streak, 
which would require a fixed site, Britain is 
trying to leapfrog to the second generation 
ballistic missiles which would be mobile on 
land and sea and in the air, Fortunately 
Britain has spent only $182,000,000, about a 
tenth of the planned Blue Streak program. 

The United States has spent well over two 
billion dollars on its first-generation ballistic 
missile program, only to decide that Atlases 
sitting oh unprotected ground are too vul- 
nerable. Now preparations are being made 
to install them in deep pits surrounded by 
small lakes of concrete. But just recently new 
flight tests and calculations indicated Soviet 
and American ICBMs, instead of having a 
circular error probability on target of sev- 
eral miles, have only a two-mile error. If, as 
seems likely, this error is cut in the next 
three years to one mile, a hardened base 
might be little better than a soft base. 

Britain is not counting on the hardened 


base. The British move emphasizes that what- 


New York state court. Wiretaps are legal 
under New York law, if made by the police 
with the sanction of a court. But such evi- 
dence may not be introduced in a federal 
court since the Federal Communications Act 
makes it a crime to divulge wiretap evidence. 
Recently the Supreme Court held that Con- 
gress intended to bar such evidence, regard- 
less of source. 


Quite aside from the widespread distaste 
for wiretapping, and the feeling that it would 
be better to have an occasional wrongdoer 
escape than to have all telephone conversa- 
tions subject to police monitoring, this issue 
involves the question of whether legal im- 
munities—such as those provided by the Con- 
stitution—should not be ag binding on state 
as on federal courts. In other words, can a 
state deny rights which are anjoyed- by an 
individual as a citizen of the United States? 


The Supreme Court, despite a long line of 
vigorous dissents, actually has maintained 
such a double standard of citizenship. It has 
held some provisions of the Constitution to be 
binding on the states and others to be not 
binding. This has put the Court to great 
difficulty when confronted with the necessity 
of deciding whether a state trial had been 
fair or not. 


The latést New York decision undoubtedly 
will be carried to the Supreme Court. Many 
lawyers are inclined to conjecture that it 
may be upheld by a 5-4 decision. Be that as 
it may, the prosecutors who favor the use 
of wiretaps still are pushing for legislation 
by which Congress would specifically legalize 
them. This indicates how questionable the 
practice is from a legal standpoint. It is even 
more questionable from the viewpoint of a 
decent regard for privacy. Perhaps Congress 
should pass a law, but not the one the prose- 
cutors want.

Plight of an Upperdog 


Senator Kennedy may be quite shrewd in 
exploiting the “stop-Kennedy” coalition in 
West Virginia. The Senator knows that every- 
body loves an underdog. In the Democratic 
presidential race to date-he has been very 
much an upperdog, but if he can wring 
enough hearts by claiming a gang-up against 
him by supporters of rival candidates, he 
might offset some of the disadvantages of the 
front runner. 

As for us, we find it impossible to weep 
over Senator Kennedy’s plight. That there 
is something unfair and unsatisfactory about 
a primary system which enables the support- 
ers of several candidates to unite against 
another candidate is certainly true. But this 
is not the only shortcoming of the system. 
It is also unfair and unsatisfactory that the 
system permits an attractive vote-getter by 
running in a few unrepresentative states to 
generate a great deal of convention strength 
primarily on the basis of personality and 
glamour rather than substantive qualifica- 
tions for the presidency. 

Senator Kennedy cannot fairly make use 
of those defects in the primary system which 
benefit his candidacy without accepting the 
defects that work against Him. Since he chose 
to play by the rules of this game, and has 
actually done quite well at it, he can have 
no real complaint when others score a point 
or two. Just as he cannot expect to reap the 
harvest of pro-Catholic votes in Wisconsin 
without accepting the burden of the anti 
Catholic vote in West Virginia, so he cannot 
expect to use the primary system for its ad- 
vantages to him without manfully enduring 
its disadvantages as well. — 


Sedition, Southern Style 


The folly of state demands to punish 
treason is illustrated by a campaign by the 
Citizens’ Councils in the South to apply sedi- 
tion laws to “sit-down” demonstrators. “Let 
us not mince words,” says the monthly paper, 
Citizens’ Council; “the ‘sit-down’ Negro dem- 
onstrators are engaged in a seditious con- 
spiracy against the state and municipal gov- 
ernments of the Southern states.” 

Before: the Southern states can use their 
sedition laws, however, they must overcome 
the effect of a 1956 United States Supreme 
Court ruling in the Nelson case. The court 
held that the Federal Government had in- 
tended to “occupy the field” in the control 
of subversion with the Smith Act and similar 
laws; that the states could not punish sedition. 
Sedition and treason are crimes against the 
whole nation, not against parts of it. 

Many states were dissatisfied with this 
ruling and last year the House passed a 
measure to restore the states’ power to prose- 
cute for sedition. Led by Senator Eastland 
‘of Mississippi, the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee later approved the bill. But if the Senate 
were to pass it finally, what would happen? 
Southern states might, as the Citizens’ Coun- 
cils demand, jail Negroes demonstrating for 
equal rights, just as South Africa has done. 

Twisting an appeal for civil rights into 
grounds for treason is just one possible result 
of allowing the states to define sedition. We

NEW DELHI, April 19 (AP)— 
Chou En-lai arrived today and 
was promptly told by Prime 
Minister Nehru that Red China's 
border actions ‘“‘have been a 
shock to all our people.” 


“Our relations have been im- 
periled for the, present and 
future,” he told the visiting Red 
China Premier. ~ 


Chou, grim-faced, had voiced 
hope that the Chinese-Indian 
border dispute could be settled 
“in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of coexistence.” 


Nehru smiled as he made his 
statement, but his words were 
tough and sharp. 


Chou, one of the most unpopu- 
lar visitors in recent Indian his- 
tory, arrived by plane from 
Rangoon to discuss the 51,000 
square miles of disputed terri- 
tory along the Indian-Tibetan 
border. An agreement appears 
unlikely to result from the talks. 


where Chou will stay, 70 demon- 
strators who sought to protest 
with black flags were locked up 
for: an ‘“‘imminent breach of the 
peace.” 

Nehru headed a handful of 
cabinet members and other of- 
ficials to greet Chou at the air- 
port.

With reference to biological, or 
germ warfare, Stubbs said that 
it is practicable to have dry bio- 
logic (germ) agents. With 10 air- 
planes, each capable of carrying 
10,000 pounds, it would be pos- 
sible to spread enough biological 
agents to cause at least 30 per 
cent casualties ‘in the United 
States, 


THE EARLY IDEA of starting 
up the old plagues as a means of 
germ warfare has been aban- 
doned. The trick now is to grow 
new types of virus, natural mu- 
tations or mutations brought on 
artifically by X-rays, ultra-violet 
light or nuclear radiation, for 
which no immunity exists. 


Dr. Robert J. Goodlow, direc- 
tor of biological research at Fort 
Dietrich, Md., explained that if 
a human population were isolated 
and taken care of for 1000 gener- 
ations it would be®entirely differ- 
ent from what it is today as a 
result of mutation and natural 
selection. But this would take 
33,000 years. 

The generation time of bac- 
teria can be as low as three 
hours. In four to five months 
bacteria can evolve to the extent 
that would take man 33,000 years. 
This sort of mutation has taken 
place in the growth of staphy- 
lococci, streptococci and gono- 
cocci that are resistant to anti- 
biotics, 

There are methods besides 
radiation to transform disease 
germs. One is to break the virus 
down into its\ nucleic acid frac- 
tion and its protein fraction and 
combine these with another virus 
similarly broken down. A virus 
crossed in this fashion may have 
all the disease propagating po- 
tentiality it had originally, but 
the built-up immunity of the pop- 


would be susceptible as to an en- 
tirely new disease. 


THE -TESTIMONY indicated 
that the Soviets ‘‘have the ability 
to wage biological and chemical 
warfare.on a large scale.’”’ They 
are credited with being out of 
the research and development 
stage in germ, nerve or gas war-

intelligent debate about the fact 
that there is a shocking and ap- 
palling, great, big, wide (chemi- 
cal, biological and radiological 
warfare) gap... I want to em- 
phasize particularly the biologi- 
cal. We know about his chemical 
potential. He has in the field 
with troops and modern hard- 
ware operational, well - trained 
troops, excellent decontamination 
units in the field in Germany now 
and in the satellites.” 


Possibly new chemical or bac- 
terial agents were in Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev’s mind when he 
told the Supreme Soviet Jan. 14: 
“The arms being designed and, 
so to speak, in the portfolios of 
scientists and designers are in-' 
credible arms.”

NAIROBI, Kenya, 
April 19 (AP). 

AN ARROW sped through the 
humid air and found its mark 
in the heart of the young man 
standing in the papyrus-fringed 
river. 

The man sank into the water, 
a colorful red stain spreading 
from his wound. He sat up. 
“Hurry up,” he called. “It’s 
cold in here.” 

Solar Film Productions Ltd. 
was at work at Thika, 25 miles 
north of Nairobi, on “Tarzan 
the Magnificent,” second of a 
series of what Hollywood pro- 
ducer Sy Weintraub calls his 
‘new concept Tarzan movies: 

Once again Kenya has been 
chosen as the ideal location for 
Tarzan’s adventures. But brawny 
ex-cowboy Gordon Scott, playing 
Tarzan for the fourth time, 
emerges as a very different 
character from the jungle boy 


who first enthralled junior 
movie fans in the silent screen 
days. 


Tarzan the celluloid ape man, 
beloved the world over, has 
grown up. No longer the -in- 
articulate beefcake of the 
jungle, he has become a mod- 
ern, sophisticated muscle man. 

He can talk—whole sentences. 
He can think—fast. 


THIS IS BECAUSE Weintraub 
believes Tarzan must keep 
abreast of the times. In other 
words, what delighted children 
of the twenties won’t do for the 
second half of the century. 

“I’m giving them a Tarzan 
they can believe in,” he says. 

“Kids of today are a lot 
brighter than they used to be. 
They want action and adventure, 
so I'm emphasizing the action 


of the story rather than the 
simple story line. Tarzan the 
ape man who used to grunt and 
groan is now articulate and a 
lot more exciting.” 

In the excitement Tarzan has 
lost his old mate, Jane, and his 
young son who, it appears, tend- 
ed to curtail his jungle freedom. 
Tarzan has been turned into a 
bachelor again. 

“Previously he was going to 
work in the jungle and coming 
home again just like a suburban 
city worker,” Weintraub ex- 
plains. ‘‘A bachelor figure is a 
lot more exciting than a man 
who comes swinging home 
through the jungle every night 
to tell his little woman what’s 
been happening during the day.” 


GONE, too, is the famous jun- 
gle cry with which Tarz f 
yore summoned his sil 
friends to has aid. Gone, pt 
for one lone, nostalgic cry at 
the end of the picture, when the 
goodies have triumphed and Tar- 
zan swings off back into the 
forest. 

Part of the Weintraub policy 
is to back Tarzan up with “‘ac- 
tors of distinction.” Last year 


Anthony Quayle was in it. This 
year American Shakespearean 
Actor John Carradine, who has 
made more than 300 films, has 
agreed to act in a movie for the 
first time outside the United 
States. 

Betta St. John is one of two 
women who have been allowed to 
encroach on Tarzan’s freedom. 
She makes her exit from ‘“Tar- 
zan the Magnificent” on being 
eaten by a lioness. 


Although fairly tame, the lion- 
ess was responsible for the fol- 
lowing notice appearing on the 
call sheet: 

“If the lioness approaches any 
member of the unit, will they 
either remain still or step 


_teward—her—do not retreat.” 


Although the movie character 
has changed, the physical Tarzan 
hasn’t suffered much from re-cre- 
ation. At 6 foot 3, with 50-inch 
chest and 184-inch biceps, Scott 
is the biggest Tarzan ever. 

He claims to take his part se- 
riously, though he admits he 
would hate to be Tarzan in real 
life. ‘It’s no fun running around 
the jungle all day with thorns 
sticking in your feet,” he says.

wonderful things about improving the midtown area. I wish 
we could do more of that here.”

We both laughed, and 
agreed that the grass is 
always greener elsewhere 
and we all have a tenden- 
cy to criticize and com- 
plain about our own home 
towns. 

Recently when I com- 
plained about the down- 
town parking rates, sev- 
eral gentlemen, some in 
sorrow and some in anger, 
sent me literature from 
the groups which are 
working for civic im- 
provement and indicated 
that they did not think 
criticism was cricket. (A 
great many women also wrote to me but they must have 
copied their letters from one another because they all said, 
*You’re so right.’’)

Just because one criticizes his own city does not 
mean one is unaware of the good points. We applaud 
the efforts of Downtown in St. Louis, Inc., and its 
members—the stores which have remained in their 
downtown locations and remodeled, the businesses 
which have beautified the streets with trees and hedges 
and ivy and rows of white tulips. — 


The proposed mall from the riverfront arch to Twelfth 
boulevard would be a tremendous improvemegt and the new 
Plaza apartments already are. Despite the fun we poked at 
them in the gridiron (‘“You’re close to everything downtown 
except perhaps a friend—”’) the tour I took during opening 
week made me downright envious of the career girls, the 
young marrieds and the retired couples who will find it 
practical to live there. 

In my two-day visit to Philadelphia I observed some 
things I wish we might copy. I like the way Philadelphia has 
preserved and enhanced many historic buildings and the way 
Philadelphians have restored so many old houses. Many old 
buildings are monstrosities but' many of those razed here had 
dignity and charm and livable possibilities. 


I like Philadelphia’s smart shopping and residen- 
tial section around Rittenhouse Square, in the center 
of which is the historic Church of the Holy Trinity. 
This is an area comparable in distance from downtown 
to the Plaza apartment district and the vicinity just 
westward. To date we have one fashion establishment, 
the decorative House of Radaelli. It would be wonder- 
ful to have arcades of shops, a long row of them simi- 
lar to Chicago’s near North Side, and our own Mary- 
land avenue. 


And just as I was leaving Philadelphia I observed some- 
thing else worthy of emulation. It was the sign on their city 
clean-up department trucks, a discreet and delicate reminder: 

“You are the citizen of no mean city. Litter not its 
streets.”’ 

How wonderful if we could follow this suggestion, especial- 
ly in our downtown area. Then we would truly have occasion 
for civic pride. 


Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Sleepwalking 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“PLEASE DISCUSS TALKING OR WALKING in one’s 
sleep, the causes, etc. I refer to an adult who sometimes 
screams in his sleep or walks around the room.—E.L.” 

Sleepwalking more often takes place in childhood or 
adolescence but it can, as you well know, extend to adult- 
hood. 


Sleepwalking is not a disease; it is a symptom. 
A symptom of something, but I do not mean a symp- 
tom of disease. I should say it might well be re- 
garded as we regard dreams, except that sleepwalk- 
ing is a more intense manifestation. It may well be a 
means of expressing some inner conflict, and this 
is borne out by patients who, under questioning, later 
connect the first episode of sleepwalking to some 
emotional upset in childhood. 


I wish I knew of some simple formula for determining 
just what inner conflict may be at work, but I don’t. This 
gets into the intricate workings of the mind. If you, or the 
victim of the sleepwalking, can manage to associate it with 
some problem that bothers him, then solving the problem, or 
at least facing up to the presence of it, may well permit him 
to sleep more restfully. The problem which the patient, in 
his waking hours, keeps trying to push out of the way, is 
apt to bob to the surface after he is asleep. 

Depending on the amount of distress caused by the sleep- 
walking, it may be a good idea to discuss this with a psy- 
chiatrist. On the other hand, sometimes as small a thing as 
changing the sleeping arrangements may help—moving the 
sleepwalker to a different room. 


Sleepwalkers, by the way, sometimes are amaz- 
ingly precise in their actions. They at times get 
dressed, climb or descend stairs, open and close 
doors--all while “asleep” and have no memory of it 
afterward. They even respond to questions at times, 
although the answers may not seem to make much 
logic. In general sleepwalkers avoid hurting them- 
selves, and avoid dangerous maneuvers. 


Sometimes a facial expression, or action may give a 
clue to whatever problem is buried in the sleepwalker’s 
mind. Or he may go prowling after some particular object, 
which is significant. He may be hunting for protection, trying 
to run away from punishment, or some such thing. 

Still another possibility is that the individual may be 
rather meek or docile while awake, but overcompensate. for 
this by yelling or moving about while in some sort of ‘dream 
state.” 

Altogether, sleepwalking is a rather complex sort of thing 
to analyze, isn’t it? But close attention may give you a clue 
that will lead to a solution, 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

*“‘WHEN I GET CRAMPS in my foot I can’t move. The 
pain is up-under the arch and between the big toe and the 
next one. My toes stiffen and bend down like they are out 
of joint. It is usually my right foot. What causes this? J.L.” 


This does not follow the pattern of commoa “foot 
cramps.”’ When the trouble is only in one foot, some 
defect in the arch may be suspected, Cramps can re- 
sult from muscle spasm, a pinched nerve, or pinched 
blood vessel. Have the foot examined.

my basement recreation room. Walls have mahogany panel- | 


ing, firplace and bar are Tennessee sandstone. Please advise 
color for curtains and floor covering. 

Why not let yourself go with the really wild color 
which would be out of place in a more formal room? 
Have a subdued floor of neutral beige which will look 
well with the paneling, but on furniture you might 
have lime green with seat cushions of hot orange and 
shocking pink.

NEW YORK, Aprii 19 (UPI)— 

ONE DAY last week every one 
of the 180 boys in Public School 
622 had on a white shirt. It was 
the biggest thrill for Principal 
Irving Boroff in a quarter cen- 
tury in education. 

Against the background of past 
events, it was a triumph of ma- 
jor proportions for—in Boroff’s 
own words—these are the tough- 
est boys in New York City out- 
side jail. And they wore the 
white shirts not because they had 
to, but because they wanted to. 

Two years ago this spring dis- 
cipline collapsed in a number 
of city high schools. 


A principal leaped off a school 
roof to his death. Girls were 
molested, teachers assaulted, 
smaller boys afraid to appear, 
classrooms a daily scene of bed- 
lam. It was the acme of the 
“Blackboard Jungle.’’ 


Superintendent William Jansen 
ordered mass expulsion of trou- 
blemakers. Scores of boys and 
girls were ejected from high 
school. 

That drastic action created the 
untenable situation of having the 
suspended students roving the 
streets, with their very idleness 
pushing them into crime. 


The city set up three high 
schools, two for boys and one 
for girls, specifically for the 
“rotten apples.” were 
numbered in the 600s as a des- 
ignation for problem schools. 
No. 622 is located a few blocks 
from Madison Square Garden. 


Two years after their creation, 
it is possible to report they have 
been a smashing success. 

“Oh, we’re not kidding our- 
selves,” Boroff says. ‘“‘We know 
we are sitting on a powder keg 
that could go off at any time. 
But you would have to have seen 
these boys when they came here 
two years ago to appreciate the 
transformation.” 

Boroff escorted this reporter 
through the classrooms and work- 
shops of the old school building. 
There are less than 15 students 
in each class. About 65 per cent 
of the 180 boys are Negroes. 

They stay in the same class- 
room — for four hours each day | 


with the same teacher, thus re- 
ducing the chance of clashes in 
corridors between classes. They 
have one or more periods a day 
in the gymnasium and the auto- 
motive and other workshops. 


Corporal punishment is forbid- 
den in the school but the teachers. 
brook no nonsense whatsoever. 
George Goggin is a retired cav- 
alry major. Towering Marshall 
Riddick, a former social worker 
im penal institutions, is a judo 
expert. 


“The entire authority rests 
with the teacher,” Boroff ex- 
plains. “They don’t send a boy 
to the principal or call in the 
parents. They deal with the 
boy right in the classroom. 
Most of these kids always 
thought the teacher was ‘out 
to get them.’ They have dis- 
covered our teachers are the 
best friends they have.” 

It takes a remarkable teacher 
to do the job. One man of six 
feet three inches and robust phy- 
sique gave up within a week. 

“He didn’t have it inside,” 
Boroff says calmly. 

The goal, he says, is to make 
the boys like school and 622 has 
succeeded to the extent it has 
been able to send 42 of its stu- 
dents back to regular high 
schools where every single one 
has fitted himself into the stu- 
dent body. 

Not a single boy has been ex- 
pelled from 622, he adds, al- 
though he admits candidly that 
some have been lost to reforma- 
tories for crimes committed out- 
side the building. 

Assistant Principal Charles Ci- 
trano remarks sadly that this is 
the unhappiest part of the whole 
picture. 
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“We have these boys five or 
six hours a day,” he says. ‘We 
teach them that there are other 
aspects and satisfactions in life 
obtainable without violence. But 
then they go home to neighbor- 
heeds and broken families that— 
well, what can you do?” 

Why has the experiment 
worked so well? Boroff and Ci- 
trano are blunt. 

“These kids are tough and they 
can be mean,” Citrano says. 
“But they are among their peers. 
There are no timid kids to har- 
ass and terrorize. But the main 
thing is that they have received 
kindness with firmness here and 
it has worked.” 


Relationship between teachers 
and students~ is remarkable. 
There is a relaxed atmosphere 
in the classrooms. One big suc- 
cess was a recent assembly when 
the teachers demonstrated their 
hobbies—fishing, bicycling, mo- 
torboats, judo. 

These are no naive do-gooders. 
All but a few selected boys are 
kept away from one workshop 
where sharp tools convertible to 
weapons could be stolen. 
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Their transportation is paid for, 
as is lunch which keeps them 
inside the building at noon. 

The white shirt incident is sym- 
bolic of the success. 

“When they came here,” Bor- 
off says, “‘you should have seen 
the clothes—combat boots, black 
leather jackets, leather caps. 

“We suggested that assembly 
day was a day when everyone 
should look his best. No one told 
them they had to wear a white 
shirt but more and more began 
doing so. It got so the boys 
themselves criticized those who 
didn’t. And last week every sin- 
gle one had on a white shirt. 

“You just can’t understand 
what it meant.”
